THE CHINA HAIL. 


HONGKONG, FRIDAY, AUGUST 17, 1877. 


SomETHING approaching a sensation has 
been lately created in New York by the 
advent of a Chinese missionary, who has 
undertal 1 tho pleasant task of convert- 
ing the 4v,000,000 of people on the other 
‘side of the Pacific to the doctrines of 
Confucianism. The name of this enter- 
prising. native is Wong Chin Foo, 
The special cause of his adopting the réle 
of missio is stated to be a recent 
vote of a. convocation of Baptista, who, 
“upon the question as to whether an 
adult heathen not having the-advantages 
of conversion would meet with eternal 
damnation, decided in the affirmative.” 
Wong is described as 8 young, courteous 
and well-bred Mongolian of about 26, 
with a thoughtful cast of features and 
an expressive countenanos, “He dresses 
in a dark: suit of rich material and ela- 
borate make, and carries a gold watoh 
with a rich neck-chain of the same metal 
attached.” The history of his life is an 
bac ergy interesting one, He was 
at school at Washington in 1868, and 
subsequently studied at Harvard ; then 
returning to China he became: a court 
interpreter. Unfortunately, however, he 
became involved in a conspiracy, which, 
being discovered, he was obliged to floo 
to America. This is Wong's own ac- 
countof himself. The Shanghai Courier, 
on the other hand, says he waa formerly 
ae convert in that Settlement, and that he 
is an impostor, a renegade and liable to 
be tried for bigamy. The Courier. seems 
to be rather hard on a man who has so 
much concern for the souls of others; 
still it-is rather significant that some of 
the New York tradesmen have already 
begun to discover that Wong is strange- 
ly forgetful in paying his debts, 

Wong, however, has fallen upon 
pleasant places in’ New York. The 
New York Times furnishes us with a 
‘graphic account of the proceedings at 
a select gathering that assembled: in 
Mdme. Blavatsky’s cosy apartments in 
West Forty-seventh-street, to listen to 
a discourse from Wong. “The parlour 
or boudoir in which Mdme. Blavataky 
received her guesta boro evidence of the 
untrammelled tastes of ita owner in the 
shape of a huge tiger’s head imbedded 
over the door, a miniature crocodile 
swinging from the ceiling, and elegant 
and curious bricabrdc and articles of 
vertu distributed about on the walls and 
mantelpicoas, Ocoupying @ capacious 
arm-chair in the centre of the parlor, 
the genial. Mdme, Blayataky received 
her guests with true French courtesy. 
A delicate paper cigarette was held deftly 
between the thumb and forefinger of her 
lefé hand, and as she toyed with it she 
delivered her opinion of orthodox minis- 
ters and missionaries in somewhat depre- 
catory terme! .‘ They ‘ei say as much 
as they please againstthe ‘Buddhists. 
The Buddhists don’t belisve in eternal 
hell, nor do their priests-spend their tine 
runtling after other men'a wives.'”: 

Tho remarks of Wong are, to say the 
loast of them, interesting and not devoid 
of. some sharp bity at Christians. . He 
would, -he said; challenge any man in 
America or’ any “missionary in Asia, to 
nay that he ever heard one out of the 
450,000,000 of Chinese take the name. of 
God in vain: unless. he .spoke . the 
English language. They regarded the 
sacred name of the Almighty with 
too deep an awe to mention it, 


- [even in worship, without. the “great 


est solemnity and reverence, They 
locked’ up millions ‘of dollars in wood- 
fen boxes less than an inch thick, 
though if the missionaries ever thoroughly 
gonverted them “they would. probatly 
have to adopt heavy iron. safes to keop 
out-burglarg, ‘ They were an honest and 
industrious people, in all the walks of 
life. The Christians talked about hon- 
curing their parents, but a Chinaman. 
would consider an average Christian's 
love for his father and thother as hotrible 
neglect, 2 > oe 

Some rather original ideas were evoly- 
ed by Wong in regard to the creation. 
The Creator, he said, made, 5000 years 
ago, ane man and ons. woman, '' Mosea

Although, as will be seen from a. letter 
from the French Consul in Bombay 
published below, that a defence has been 
set up on behalf of the conduct of the 
captain and crew of the Messageries Mari- 
times Company’s steamer Meikong, which 
was wrecked off Capo Guordafui, letters 
from passengers have been received and 
published in India which seem to show that 
somebody on board the Metkong was to 
blame. One passenger says that the 
accident happened because the captain 
‘who is near-sighted imagined that the 
dangerous part had beon- passed, and left 
the ship in charge of the first oflicer, who 
is old‘and nearly blind,” At the same 
time, she praises highly the men on board, 
who did everything they could td save lives, 
When the passengers reached tho shore, 
they wore surrounded by Arab wreckers, 
who demanded “everything,” much to the 
terror of ‘the captain, who is said to have 
been frightened by their threats into pro- 
mising assent to all their demands ;, but 
the lady rather chuckles over the dis- 
appointment which sho feels must have 
been in store for oneof the savages. He 
seized hor black bag aud wont away, think.

THE WAB IN ASIA. 

Constantinople, July %,—{amail Pasha 
telegrapha, under date of Erzeroum, July 
Gth, that tho Alaskert division, after a dea- 

erate engagement, pursed the Russian 
force and compelled it to quit Ottoman 
territory near Messonquedik, which placo 
was occupied by the Turis. He says :—I 
have summoned the Ruavians in the citadel 
at Bayazid to capitulate on honorable terms, 
and am convinced that they will comply. 

Dervish Pasha telegraphs from Batoum, 
July 7th: Two Turklh frigates havo 
bombarded‘ and burned Qhevekitil, They 
landed a foros, which defated the garrison 
and compelled them to aandon the town. 
The object of the expedition thus being 
attained, the frigates te-embarked the 
troops and returned to Bstoum. 

A New York Herald cable despatoh says: 

Among the Russian offers at the head. 
quarters of the Databian army, the Asian 
campaign seems .to be universally regarded 
as a failure, Some .excise, however, for 
Grand Duke Michael’s, misfortune is found 
in the terrible hurricanes and violent rain 
storins, which provailed to such an extent 
as to render the movements of the investing 
army difficult and often hazardous, .: 
_ St. Petersburg, July §.— According to 
reports, the Russian retwat in Asia is not 
attributable to the Cauomian rising, which 
is virtually suppressed, but to the fact that 
the Russians are too weak'to overcome the 
Turkish forces, whose strength bad been 
underrated. Generals Tergukassoff and 
Oklabschi bave eight to tm battalions each 
and General Louis Melikoff about twelve. 

St, Petersburg, July 11.--A correspondent 
reports that the Czar hat ordered the with- 
drawal of the Russiaus -from Turkish 
Armenia, Great desyondenoy provails 
among the troops in consquence, General 
Molikoff has offered his resignation aad 
requests a court-martial, A fortnight ago 
the Grand Duke Michaelrefused any longer 
to incur the responsibility of carrying out 
Melikoft's strategical opaations. 

Kars, July 18.—Mukhtar Pasha and the 
Commandant of Kara ar prepating’a com- 
bined attack on the Russian centre, con- 
sisting of 45 battalions of infantry, two 
regiments of dragoons, 2ix regiments of 
Cossacks and thirteen field batteries. More 
than thirty siege batteries are in position, 
4,000 metres north-westof Kara, - 

Erxroum, July 13.—~Tie following official 
telegram from Bayazid is published: ‘The 
besieged Russians having refused to sur- 
render, the bombardment of the Citadel 
has been reopened. Geeral Torgukassoff 
is. near Sineck, four hours’ march from 
Bayarid. 

London, July 13.~—Though the Russian 
campaign in Armenia has failed, Muktar 
Pasha has also failed in his expectation of 
destroying the invading force by falling 
upon its rear with an unexpected Turkish 
force, approaching through Persian territory. 
‘Lhis, evidently, waa theplan which Muktar’ 
Pasha referred to when, replying to criti- 
ciams of his retreat towards Erzeroum, he 
said he was pursuing a strategic plan that 
would eventually deatoy the invaders, 
The Russians, however, have fallen back to 
get-out of the trap set forthem. They are 
believed to be atrong smough to menace 
Kars and forbid the transfer of Turkish 
troops from Armenia tothe Balkans. 

It is regarded as imposible for the Rua- 
sians to relieve Bayazd. The Russian 
aS in Armonia is hitherto com- 
plete. 

88, Petereburg, July 13.— After the rein- 
forcement of the Army of the Caucasus, 
even, if necessary, by tops from the Oen- 
tral Asiatio frontier, a second invasion of 
Armenia is meditated, commencing. with 
the oapture of Batoum and the ‘suppression 
of the Abkasian.rebellion. 

THE RUSSIAN VERSION, 

| London, July 11.—A Russian official des- 
patch, da'ed Alexandropol, virtually admits 
that the seige of Kurs has been raised. The 
despatch is as foliows : Gen. Melikoff, being
